Lack of Teaching 
Fund Hit by State 


SACRAMENTO IT# — A Senate 
committee reports 
that 
"barely 
half" of the school funds in Cali­ 
fornia are spent

Almost 10 per cent of the mon­ 
ey. the report says, goes to cer­ 
tificated employes

coordinators,

tive assistants, counselors, nurses, 
librarians and the like. 


THE SURVEY ALSO

ly half of current expense, goes

Police Salaries Must Be Raised To 


Keep Efficient, Experienced Force 


There is no question that the large 
•‘turnover’’ in personnel in the Palm 
Springs police department is due to the 
comparatively low 
salary 
scale for 
patrolmen and other members of the 
local force. 
Neither is there any doubt that if this 
City is to maintain a competent, well 
trained, stable, dependable, experienced 
and efficient police organization, the 
salaries paid to policemen here must be 
raised to a level at least competitive 
with those in other Southern California 
cities. 
The survey of police salaries in a doz­ 
en Southland communities made last 
week by The Desert Sun show s conclus­ 
ively that the present rate of pay for 
policemen in Palm Springs ranges from 
approximately $1,000 to $2,000 per-year 
per-man less than most other, cities com­ 
pared. considering all departments, uni­ 
forms, expenses, overtime and other 
regular remunerative or individual ex­ 
pense factors. 
There is not a single reason why 
Palm Springs policemen should not be 
paid as well as those of other communi­ 
ties. In fact, the work load per man and 
the value of the services rendered by 
each here is greater than in most com­ 
munities of double size due to the far 
flung popularity of our desert spa in at­ 


tracting thousands of visitors from out­ 
side areas. This brings the consequent 
necessity of providing increased police 
protection for these guests as well as 
careful surveillance over the throngs of 
strangers, among whom are some “fol­ 
lowers” who come to prey upon both 
visitors and residents if not sooner de­ 
tected and apprehended. 
It is of first importance in every com­ 
munity to maintain a well organized, 
efficient, 
well - trained, 
experienced, 
properly-equipped and smoothly-func­ 
tioning police department. It is especial­ 
ly important that Palm Springs do so. 
We should have the very best men 
available and make a special effort to 
retain those who are familiar with the 
City, its people and the peculiar prob­ 
lems encountered in police work here.' 
To this end it is to be hoped that the 
City Council will give speedy consid­ 
eration to the problem and act favor­ 
ably in raising the salary scale through­ 
out the local police department to a 
reasonable, attractive and adequate lev­ 
el, stemmng the tide of resignations be­ 
cause of low pay and preserving sta­ 
bility in the well-organized department 
we noV have. 
This is a situation which must be met 
squarely and solved satisfactorily for 
the good of all without further delay. 


Mitchell and Religious Privacy 


WASHINGTON. D. C. — If 
Over* turns out to be a "winner” 
ia the current storm over Lobar 
relations, his name could be 
James P. Mitchell, Secretary of 
Labor. 
The rugged. quiet • spoken, 
fact - finding Irishman ia s t i l l 
worfcmg off the same script ha 
brought with him to the Cabinet 
post. Not man}’ of the Eisenhow­ 
er ministers, peat and prese»:, 
have been as consistent and as 
successful as Mitchell. 


ASIDE FROM THE satisfac­ 
tion this gives the Secretary, 
there is another potential divi­ 
dend which,. perhaps, could be 
shred by the country. The bet­ 
ter Mitchell looks as a Leber 
statesman, the less important 
becomes the personal m e 11 e r 
that he happens to be a Catholic 
Republican. Should Mitchell con­ 
tinue as a GOP Vice Presiden­ 
tial possibility, he will insist up­ 
on being measured a a n u n 
and not as an offset for Sena­ 
tor Jack Kennedy. 
It was Mitchell who presided 
ever the collection and releaea 
of steel strike information. The 
public hat been given a oom- 
prehensive rundown on wages, 
profits and productivity, and T 
am told by the Secretary that

"philosophy ’ stands behind 
the revelations.

With all this attention to livers 
the French raise sand with their 
geese. Developing livers m them 
that would make a British Colo­ 
nel beát the natives. 
THEY TAKE THESE geese 
and stuff them with corn. The 
goose does not want the corn. 
"I’m stuffed." he says. "Could­ 
n't eat another bite.” T h e y 
push the com into him anyway. 
This gives the goose a liver 
like a football. He even develops 
a liver temper. The French then 
stand him against the wall. Or 
hang hkn. Or something. 
They take his liver and make 
pate de foie gras with truffles. 
It is delicious before dinner. 
In the Norman courtyard. And 
we are so full of it, we are 
busting out of our Bermudas.

W hen this is com pleted give each 
bed a feeding of R use Food in a 
circu lar trench th ree to four inch­ 
es from the 
bud-union. 
Lightly 
cover the rose food with soil then 
very lightly spread iron sulphate 
o r iron chelate on the surface. 
W ater regularly and be guieled 
by atm ospheric condüons. H o w- 
ever, in our desert w e have never 
contacted roses th a t have d i e d 
through over w atering
